Firm Will Buy Issue. 


At three-thirty o’clock this after­ 
noon the cou nty commissioners de­ 
cided to make a new bond issu e to 
pay for the pav ement of Main and 
Second streets u nder the three-mile 
law, the bonds to be sold at fiv e per 
cent and t o run f rom 
one t o t en 
years. 
An Indianapolis f irm, which 
desires to hav e the name withheld, 
has agreed \ p bu y the bonds at that 
rate and the issu e will be made ou t 
immediately . 
A telegram was sent 
to the Adams Brothers Constru ction 
company of Zanesv ille, Ohio, telling 
them of the action of the board. The 
work will be started immediately ju st 
as soon as the bends are sold. 
The raising of the bond issu e has 
been the bone of contention since the 
board was first petitioned to change 
the issu e from fou r and one-half to 
fiv e per cent and to redu ce the period 
ten y ears. 
The commissioners were 
petitioned by the parties interested in 
the improv ement to raise the issu e 
after it was f ound they could not be 
sold. 
They refu sed 
to make 
the 
change and then the petition of abou t 
fou r hu ndred bu siness men was pre­ 
sented. They still refu sed, bu t final­ 
ly agreed to change the time to ten 
y ears and leav e the interest at fou r 
and one-half per cent. 
Cou nty Treasu rer Moor 
went to 
Indianapolis Monday and fou nd that 
they cou ld not be sold ev en with that 
change. - He made his report to the 
commissioners this 
afternoon and 
also stated that only one firm cou ld 
be fou nd which wou ld take the bonds 
at fiv e, one to ten. 
After consider­ 
able deliberation, they 
decided to 
change the issu e so that the work 
cou ld be started at once. 
Attorney s 
say that approx imately $23,000 was 
sav ed. Two commissioners v oted for 
the change and one held ou t against 
it.

France, was killed in the av iatio n meet 
here. 
While fly ing in a W right ma­ 
chine in the alighting co mpetitio n fo r 
a prize o f $1,25 0, his aero plane su dden­ 
ly tu rned a so mersau lt, crashed to the 
gro u nd and cru shed the av iato r to 
death directly o ppo site the grandstand, 
which was filled with representativ es 
o f English so ciety who had been at­ 
tracted to the co ntest by the fact that 
Ro lls was to co njpete. 
The Ho n. Charles Stew art Ro lls, 
third and y o u ngest so n o f Baro n Llang- 
atto ch, was the first man to wing a 
way acro ss the English channel and 
back again. 
Blério t, the Frenchm an, 
had flo wn fro m France to England be­ 
fo re Ro lls, so had the Co u nt De Les- 
seps, bu t the Englishman, already fa­ 
mo u s fo r fearlessness, acco mplished 
the fitst ro u nd trip. He did it o n Ju ne 
2 last, acco mplishing the ro u nd trip 
o f fo rty -two miles in ninety minu tes. 
He dro v e a French-bu ilt W right bi­ 
plane. 
Ro lls was a genu ine amateu r. 
He had been no ted fo r y ears fo r feats 
o f daring. 
As a cy clist he wo n many 
prizes. 
He was a pio neer o f the au to 
in England and co mpeted su ccessfu lly 
in races o f fro m o ne to 10,000 miles. 
He to o k to the air first in ballo o ns, 
making 160 ascensio ns, and when the 
dev elo pment o f aero planes began, Mr. 
Ro lls was o ne o f the first amo ng his 
co u ntry men to learn the game. 
He 
was an engineer by pro fessio n and a 
practical 
mechanic. 
He 
was 
bo rn 
thirty -three y ears ago .

The process of washing the money 
is very simple, b eing almost identi­ 
cal to that u sed b y the steam lau n­ 
dries all over the cou ntry . The chair­ 
man rf th ‘ committee say s; 
“The 
scheme • of lau ndering paper money 
is here to stay , b u t the exact method 
of washing it has not y et b een decid­ 
ed u pon.** 
The committee is experi­ 
menting with two or three sty les of 
tu b s. One of the most feasib le plans 
is to pu t the notes into a wire con- 
trivanee. which holds them in su ch 
manner as to prevent any friction* 
whatever, and 
also prevents them 
from piling together. The contrivance 
consists of a nu mb er of wire tray s 
with a single lay er of notes in each, 
and then stacked together and placed 
inside of a cy lindrical tu b filled with 
su ds made with a soap specially pre­ 
pared for this work hv Mr. Bu rgess 
Smith, chemist, who has charge of 
the practical part of it. 
The soap 
is composed principally of potash 
and some high grade oils. Mr. Smith 
is now try ing to manu factu re a soap 
which will cleanse the money and at 
the same time b leach it. 
After the tray s of money have 
b een placed in the su ds, which have 
b een heated to a temperatu re of 
130 deg. to 140 deg. F., the tu b is 
closed and started to revolving. 
A 
greater temperatu re than 140 deg. F. 
lias proved to b e inju riou s to the 
money . 
This process is kept going 
for ten to fifteen minu tes, du ring 
which time the dirt has b een remove- 
ed from the notes. 
They are then 
taken ou t and rinsed the same way 
in clear water for ab ou t five minu tes 
to remove all the su ds. 
Next it is 
pu t into a germicide hath of the life 
"*lu re of formaldehy de, thereb y kilt­ 
ing all germs which may b e lu rking 
arou nd on it. 
Tt is taken from this 
and b leached and 
partially dried. 
The next step is to pu t it throu gh the 
the sizing tu b , or vat, as it may b e 
called. 
This vat containes a 10 per 
cent, solu tion of glu e with a little 
alu m in it. 
There are a nu mb er of 
small endless b elts, which pass over 


rollers at the top of either end of 
the vat and u nder one in the solu tion. 
The money is fed in b etween thpse 
b elts at one end of the vat, and they 
carry it down throu gh the solu tion 
and drop it ou t at the other end. Tt is 
then taken to the ironing machine. / 
Here it is placed in stacks contain­ 
ing ab ou t forty notes each, with a 
piece of Fu ller (or press) b oard sep­ 
arating the notes from each other. 
The press b oard is a thin flexib le su b ­ 
stance, resemb ling a thin piece of 
sole leather. 
These stacks are taken 
one at a time and fed throu gh b e­ 
tween two heavy steel rollers, which 
are held together with a 30-ton pres­ 
su re. 
Each stack of notes is pu t 
throu gh two of these machines, which 
completes the ironing and gives them 
a glossy , new appearance. 
The lau ndry is now washed and 
ironed, and the only thing left to b e 
done is to place it in the dry ing room, 
for the pu rpose of getting rid of ev­ 
ery particle of moistu re that it may 
contain. 
It pay s to lau nder money 
for the same reason that it pay s to 
have y ou r linen lau ndered instead of 
throwing it away and b u y ing a new 
su pply . 
The y ellow ink u sed on the gold 
certificates is of su ch a character 
that the potash dissolves it, and it is 
washed ou t, hence they cannot b e 
lau ndered. 
So it is with the signa­ 
tu res of the b ank officers on the 
national b ank notes. 
The committee 
hopes g eventu ally to overcome this 
difficu lty . 
As it is at present, they 
can only lau nder silver certificates 
and Treasu ry notes, b u t these com­ 
pose a very large percentage of 
ou t 
paper money . 
In my calcu lation 1 shall exclu de 
national b ank notes, as they are in a 
class of paper cu rrency b y them­ 
selves, and for the reason stated 
cannot y et b e lau ndered. Du ring the 
y ear 1909, there were 187.784,000 
$ 1. $ 2 ¡and $ 5-notes issu ed, and in the 
same period of time there were 177,- 
412,809 notes of the same denomi­ 
nations destroy ed. 
At the close of 
the-y ear 1909 there were 222,365,692 
notes of these three denominations 
'till in circu lation. 
The cost to the 
government for manu factu ring and 
issu ing these 187,784.000 notes was 
$ 2.535,084. 
The cost of destroy ing 
the 177.412.809 notes was $ 390.308.- 
18, making a grand total of $ 2,925,- 
392.18 for maintaining the circu la­ 
tion iif notes of only three denomi­ 
nations for one y ear. 
Tt i> estimated that it will not cost 
more than one-tenth of one per cent, 
per note to lau nder them. 
Tt is 
claimed that lau ndering 
the notes 
will add at least eight months or 56 
per cent. to the life of them, there­ 
b y diminishing the annu al redemp­ 
tions b y 7>6 per cent. 
The redeeming 
and issu ing of the 177.412,809 notes 
in 1909 cost the government-$ 2.787.'- 
155.28. 
With the new process 56 
per cent, of this, or $ 1,560,806.93 
less $ 298,053.52. the cost of lau nd­ 
ering and reissu ing of the56per cent, 
of the redemptions for 1909, wou ld 
b e saved. 
This wou ld leave a net 
saving of $ 1.26*2*753.41 in one y ear 
on the eireu lafion of $ 1, $ 2 and $ 5 
notes only (national hank note*; ex­ 
clu ded).

Make Attack on 
Jail Conditions 


A sweeping expose and attack u p­ 
on the sy stem of cou nty jails and 
u pon asy lu ms in Indiana is contained 
in the latest pu b lication of the State 
)oard of Charities, “The Develop­ 
ment of Pu b lic Charities and Correc­ 
tion in Indiana,” which fell from the 
press Satu rday . 
“The cou nty jails are not a credit 
to the State,” say s the report. “They 
are in the main poorly administered. 
“One of the worst featu res of the 
cou nty jail sy stem is the idleness of 
the prisoners. 
Those who have stu ­ 
died the situ ation have recommended 
to the legislatu re the estab lishment 
of a sy stem of 
district 
workhou se 
u nder state control. 
“Each cou nty in the State has a 
poor asy lu m. 
Tt has b een describ ed 
as the indiscriminate gathering place 
of the wrecks and failu res of hu man­ 
ity . 
In times past there have b een 
fou nd among the inmates the insane, 
the feeb le-minded, I he epileptic, the 
deaf, the b lind, 
the 
crippled, 
the 
shiftless, homeless and b right y ou ng 
children. 
“To a certain, thou gh fa r less ex­ 
tent. these conditions prevail a t the 
present time, b u t the awakening of 
pu b lic sentiment to a realization of 
society ’s du ty not only to su ch u n- 
fortimtes b u t to itself, has resu lted 
in a gradu al sifting ou t 
of 
special 
classes.” 
The b oard states in the matter of 
constru ction the older asy lu ms are 
inferior in plan and arrangement. 
Requ oting a former report of the 
b oard as applicab le to conditions as 
they exist today , the statement of 
Satu rday say s: 
“Nothing in ou r entire sy stem of 
pu b lic charities in more distressing 
than the enforced presence of insane 
persons in cou nty poor asy lu ms and 
jails. 
These institu tions lack proper 
facilities for caring for them. 
The 
secretary of the b oard on a recent 
visit to an asy lu m fou nd an insane 
woman locked in a ceil of the men’s 
department of the cu stodial b u ilding. 
She had no privacy whatever. 
“There is also to b e considered the 
inju stice of tu rning into an insane 
asy lu m the only home the pu b lic pro­ 
vides for the aged and sick poor.” 
The b oard in response to many re­ 
qu ests for information gives the en­ 
tire hist *h 
if tb c >Kta4e s penal and 
correctional institu tions. 
The b ook 
a trib u te to the skill of the y ou ng 
craftsmen of the Indiana Reforma­ 
tory Printing Trade school at Jef­ 
fersonville. 
It 
is 
ty pographically 
b eau tifu l and profu sely illu strated. 
The work contains a review of the 
State’s legislation along social lines 
for many y ears, and is replete with 
praise for # ome of the institu tions. 
It su ggests as models 
for 
cou nty 
prisons the St. Joseph cou nty jail at 
Sou th Bend, erected in 1897 at a 
cost, exclu sive of thè residence, of 
$ 35.000, s;m dto t \ t h| Jay cou nty jail 
at PortTannì erecfefflii 1900 at a cost 
of $ 29,930. Tn many way s these jails 
are regarded a< the b est ty pes of 
their kind in the State. 
“The legislation of 1909 deserves 
credit for a law whicl^ provides for a 
more thorou gh su pervision of cou nty 
jails than has heretofore b een possi­ 
b le.” say s the report. 
The State b oard commends the in­ 
determinate sentence law which gives 
the prison au thorities an opportu nity 
to release prisoners who are deemed 
capab le of 
b ecoming 
law 
ab iding 
citizens and to retain for a longer 
period those who have 
not 
shown 
satisfctory evidence of reformation. 
It is stated that in actu al practice 
the law has resu lted in considerab ly 
lengthening the average time of ser­ 
vice in prison. 
While a mffnb er of 
employ ers have hou nd the 
paroled 
prisoners 
u nsatisfactory 
workmen 
the majority have 
expresed 
them­ 
selves as well satisfied.

MEETS DEATH 
TRIES TO KILL

Jesse Monroe Killed Near His Home 


in New Castle by Rushville 


L. E. & W. Train. 


HAD LEFT THE TRACK ONCE 


_____ 


Body Ground to Pulp— Had a Similar 


Accident 
Only 
Last 


February. 


J esse Monroe, aged 37 , was ground 
almost to a pulp when struck by a 
switch engine and a cut of cars on 
the Rushv ille div ision of the L. E. & 
W. about 6 o'clock Tuesday momingj 
say s the New Castle Courier. 
Mon­ 
roe had been employ s^ at the Central 
States Cooperage Company for the 
last two y ears and at the time of his 
death, was on his way to the com­ 
pany 's office on Race street, where 
he was employ ed as janitor. 
The Monroe home is on South 15th 
street facing the L. E. & W. tracks 
and the railroad is generally used by 
residents of that v icinity as the near­ 
est av enue to the business district. 
When struck by the 
train, Monroe 
had been away from the house but 
fiv e minutes 
and the 
scene of his 
death is but two blocks 
from his 
home. 
According to railroad men 
and 
other ey e-witnesses of the accident, 
Monroe was walking in the center of 
the tracks and 
when the 
freight, 
which had been to the 
automobile 
factory , approached from the rear at 
a moderate speed, the whistle was 
blown sev eral times 
and 
Monroe 
stepped off the track without looking 
back. 
He took but a few steps off 
the track 
and 
then 
deliberately 
stepped back in front of the engine 
The accident occurred at the frojr 
of the Bentley greenhouse switch. 
The train was stopped 
instantly 
and the body remov ed 
from 
the 
tracks to the Fox undertaking estab 
Hshment. The head was mashed to a 
pulp and the left leg was cut off a 
the hip. His left arm was nearly sev 
ered and the right foot was cut off. 
On February 1 last Monroe was 
run down by a switch engine and a 
cut of cars on the same railroad an< 
bis hip was dislocated and he receiv 
ed sev eral gashes in his head. 
He 
had been out but a few weeks!' 
Since the first accident 
Monroe 
had acted strangely and seemed to be 
suffering from his injuries. 
He had 
been deaf all of his life and had been 
warned repeatedly about walking on 
the railroad tracks. 
The only solu 
tion for the accident is that he die 
not hear the whistle, hut stepped of 
the tracks merely by accident anc 
decided to step back just a s the train 
was about to pass. 
He is surv iv ed by a wife and t\v 
nephews, all of whom 
liv ed in the 
same house. 
The funeral wa^ held at the home 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Re 
Howe officiated and interment wi 
made at Sonthmound. 
Coroner Hiatt notified the L. E. 
\Y. officials that he would hold an in 
quest at some time conv enient for 
the trainmen. 
The v erdict of the in­ 
quest undoubtedly will be “ accidental 
death."

would hav e done so had he not been 
prev ented by a gang of section hands 
and ov erpowered while chasing the 
women through a v acant 1 >t brand­ 
ishing the huge weapon. 
Av ery went to St. Paul Monday 
and while in that place he imbibed 
freely of that which inebriates and 
when he arriv ed home at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon his condition was 
sad to behold. He went directly to 
bis home and upon entering his house 
it is said that he began to curse his 
wife and her sister because they did 
not hav e dinner ready . 
The two wo­ 
men were thoroughly frightened and 
♦hey made haste to comply with his 
wishes. When they had the table set; 
howev er, ne became more displeased 
than ev er and staggering upon the 
table he grabbed the table cloth in 
his hands and giv ing a mighty jerk 
the dishes were scattered ait ov er the 
floor. 
He also broke 
considerable 
furniture. The women tried to pacify 
him but their words only serv ed to 
fan his fury . 
Finally , it is alleged, with a terri­ 
ble oath he said, “ T am going to kill 
y ou both and be rid of y ou." 
No sooiier had he spoken than he 
seized a long butcher knife, it is said, 
and wav ing it threateningly aloft he 
sprang toward the terrified won.an 
who fled to the home of Dav id Maple, 
a neighbor, screaming in terror. 
They thought to gain 
projection 
from the inflamed man at this pln:*e. 
but he forced the 
door open 
and 
darted in after them. 
Here he espied 
another v ictim in Mi-s f.eu-v Maple 
and he also threatened to eud Imr 
mortal ex istence. 
The three'women 
then rushed from the house and run? 
ning at incredible speed they crossed 
a v acant lot sereamiiijpfor help. 
As 
last as they ran. howev er, it seem ed 
that the would-be murderer 
could 
run fleeter, and lie had almost eatight 
them when a gang of section men, at­ 
tracted by the cries of the women, 
ran to their rescue and succeeded in 
ov erpowering the man. 
The women 
| were ex hausted from fear and run­ 
ning. 
A large crowd soon irathered. 
Shortly afterward Av ery was ar­ 
rested by a constable who took him 
before Squire Thad Lewis, lie plead­ 
ed guilty to the charge of inotx ica- 
tion and stay ed a fine and costs of 
$ 10. 
An hour after his 
arrest it was 
^aid that he was back up town curs 
ing and try ing to pick a fight. 
He 
was left alone, howev er, and finally 
quieted down. 
Mrs. Av ery stay ed 
with 
friends 
Monday night and Tuesday mornin 
with her little child she1 left Waldron 
for Greenfield, where her parents re 
side. 
She v owed thaf she would nev 
er return. 
Av ery , it is said, has been drun 
many times, and when in this condi 
tion he is 
alway s in a 
belligerent 
mood. Mr. and Mrs. Av ery hav e been 
married four v ears.

Still Believe Elmer Oliver Was 


Killed Sunday Morning.

Coroner Hiatt, Sheriff 
Kirk and 
Prosecutor 
Ev ans spent 
a part of 
Tuesday at Cambridge City , Dublin, 
and Knightstown 
inv estigating the 
death of Elmer Oliv er, formerly em­ 
ploy ed 
at the 
automobile 
factory , 
hose mangled remains were found 
on the Big Four track, near Knights­ 
town Sunday morning, say s the New 
Castle Times. 
The coroner and of­ 
ficers are not satisfied that Oliv er 
met death under a train, but are of 
the opinion that he was killed and 
the body placed on the track so that 
the first passing train would hide the 
crime. 
It was first stated that no money 
was found on Oliv er’s person, but a 
search of the clothing Monday after­ 
noon resulted in finding $6 .7 5. 
It is 
said that when Oliv er left his board-, 
ing house in New Castle last Satur­ 
day he had between $50 and $6 0 on 
his person and the officers are at a 
loss to ex plain the absence of this 
money . The fact that it is gone leads 
to the belief that Oliv er might hav e 
been robbed and then placed on the 
track. 
The scarcity of blood when 
the body was found lends credence to 
the claim that Oliv er was dead be­ 
fore being placed on the track. 
Oliv er went to Cambridge City on 
Saturday afternoon with three y oung 
men from New Castle. 
The officers 
were at Cambridge Tuesday morning 
and inv estigated this 
clew. 
They 
found that Oliv er had been there, but 
they could go no further in ascer­ 
taining how and when he 
went to 
Knightstown. 
Two of 
the 
three 
y oung men he was with left him in 
Cambridge 
City at 7 
o'clock and 
came to New Castle. 
They know 
nothing further about him, as both 
were arrested and spent until Mon­ 
day morning in jail. 
The third went 
to Auburn, west of Cambridge City , 
and spent the night, the officers find­ 
ing the people with whom he stay ed. 
Coroner Hiatt has not y et rendered 
a v erdict in the y oung man’s death 
and will not do so until he completes 
a rigid inv estigation. 
There is ev ery 
ev idence that a crime was committed 
and the my stery will be delv ed into 
thoroughly . 
Oliv er's 
death 
might 
hav e been an accident, but there is 
just enough ev idence pointing to foul 
play to cause the officers to make a 
thorough inv estigation.
